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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's response to the office action filed on September 15, 2009 has been entered. 
The claims pending in this application are claims 35-44. Rejection and/or objection not reiterated 
from the previous office action are hereby withdrawn in view of applicant's amendment filed on 
September 15, 2009. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 35-44 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

4. Claim 35 is rejected as vague and indefinite in view of step iv) because it is unclear that a 
molecular combination is what and BE 2 . Please clarify. 

5. Claim 35 is rejected as vague and indefinite in view of steps v) and vi). Since, according 
to step v), a linker molecule (L) comprising a nucleic acid which connects Ti and T 2 and Ti and 
T 2 are not parts of L, it is unclear how FE-BE-TI-L-T2-BE-FE can be formed by reacting the 
linker molecule L with the molecular combination of steps i) and iv), or of steps ii) and iii) as 
recited in step vi). Furthermore, it is unclear that FE-BE in FE-BE-Ti-L-T 2 -BE-FE means FEi- 
BEi or FEi-BE 2 or FE 2 -BEi or FE 2 -BE 2 and BE-FE in FE-BE-T i -L-T 2 -BE-FE means BEi- FEi 
or BEi- FE 2 or BE 2 - FEi or BE 2 - FE 2 . Please clarify. 
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6. Claim 36 is rejected as vague and indefinite. Since the molecule complex in claim 35 
does not contain the second linker molecule (1) while the molecule complex in claim 36 contains 
the second linker molecule (1), it is unclear why the molecule complex in claim 36 is identical to 
the molecule complex in claim 35. Furthermore, it is unclear FE in FE-l-BE means FEi orFE 2 
and BE in FE-l-BE means BEi or BE 2 . Please clarify. 

7. Claim 38 recites the limitation "the molecular combinations from the stock solutions" in 
the claim. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim because there are 
no phrases "molecular combinations" and "stock solutions" in claim 35. Please clarify. 

8. Claim 39 is rejected as vague and indefinite in view of step (e) because it is unclear BE in 
FEi-BE means BEi or BE 2 . Please clarify. 

9. Claim 39 is rejected as vague and indefinite in view of step (f) because it is unclear BE in 
FE 2 -BE means BEi or BE 2 . Please clarify. 

10. Claim 39 is rejected as vague and indefinite in view of step (h) because it is unclear that 
BE in FEi-BE and FE 2 -BE means BEi or BE 2 . Furthermore, it is unclear that BE in FEj-BE- 
T1-L-T2-BE-FE2 means BEi or BE 2 . Please clarify. 

1 1 . Claim 39 is rejected as vague and indefinite in view of step (j) because it is unclear that 
FE-BE-T in FE-BE-T-L-T-BE-FE means FE1-BE1-T1 or FEi-BEi-T 2 or FEi-BE 2 -Ti or FEi-BE 2 - 
T 2 or FE 2 -BEi-Ti or FE 2 -BEi-T 2 or FE 2 -BE 2 -Ti or FE 2 -BE 2 -T 2 and T-BE-FE in FE-BE-T-L-T- 
BE-FE means T1-FE1-BE1 or Ti-FEi-BE 2 or Ti-FE 2 -BEi or Ti-FE 2 -BE 2 orT 2 -FEi-BEi orT 2 -FEi- 
BE 2 or T 2 -FE 2 -BEi or T 2 -FE 2 -BE 2 . Furthermore, it is unclear that the binding element is identical 
to BEi orBE 2 . Please clarify.
